General Graham hasarrived at Suakim and 
commenced operations to disperse Osman 
Jigma’s forces, to allow the Suakim and 
Perber railway to be built, The Arabs har- 
rags the Suakiw garrison day and night. 

Britain and Russia have made arrange- 
ments that neither will make further advan- 
ces until the Afghan boundary is settled. 
Britain did not press the demand that Rus- 
sian troops should be withdrawn from the 
positions occupied. Both countries con- 
tinue war preparations.

Jt was 
tireatened that Carlton would be attacked 
Jast night or this morning, Conriéys from, 
Carlton lett here this morning for Switt Cur- 
rent to wire the news to the government, 
Col. Irvine is on his) way north with one 
hundred inen and sixty horses, and should 
reach Carlton to-morrow, Riel threatens to 
eut this party off and take the others in de- 
tail. The number of half-breeds under arms 
with Hiel is estimated at from 400 to 1,100 
men, Riel was at Saskatoon yesterday and 
threatned to take that place in retaliation 
for the settlers there having offered aid to 
Battleford last summer, The settlers have 
asked for police protection. Major Crozier 
has about 100 nien and one cannon at Carle 
tov. Five hundred and fifty stand of arms 
were sent from here on Sunday for Prince 
Albert. Mails are travelling undey escort. 
Riel claims to be an American citizen, and 
therefore not amenable to our laws. He de- 
mands oneseventh of the land in the North 
West for the half-breeds and for other pur 
poses, The government offered the same 
compensation as was given the half-breeds of 
Manitoba, but ‘this offer was refused. It is 
considered that the steps taken to suppress 
the trouble will prove effectual and that Riel 
will soon be arrested.

St. Parrick’s day (Tuesday) was kept at St. 
Albert by a number of the irish Seattanss ot 
the district. High mass was celebrated by 
Rev. Pere Grandin, of St. Joachim’s chureh, 
Edmonton, assisted by sub.deacons Pineau 
and Lizee as deacon and sub-deacon, Rev, 
Pere Lestanc delivered a discourse on the 
life ef the saint appropriate to the occasion, 


SEVERAL cattle have died suddenly and 
mysteriously in this district lately. In per: 
fect health at night, they were found dead in 
the stable or yard in the morning. Immedi 
ately after death thev swelled greatly. Ex 
aminations were made in some cases, but 
nothing was discovered. Most of the ani- 
mals were cows and were in good condition. 


Some of the Calgary people are squealing 
about the cost of their new wunicipal govern- 
ment, Thev think it costs more than it 
comes to. But from a by-law lately passed 
by the council making provision for the pre- 
vention of fires in the town it is apparent 
that the council intends to give the people 
in Jaw the valne that they are unable 
to give them in public works. This by-law 
comprises 22 sections and takes care of every- 
thing from unused stovepipe holes to gun 
cotton and nytro-ylycerine, which latter, in 
section 20, under the head of smoking and 
carrying lights, it prohibits from being stored 
within the town of Calgary, except in small 
quantities for medical use. 

Tur decisions of the land board fol'owing 
upon last summer's investigations and report 
of Mr. Pearce in regard to tie claims of set- 
tlers in this district, which were received last 
mail, are the chief topic of conversation. It 
isnot toa much to say that such as have ar- 
rived have caused deep and almost universal 
dissatistection. The different claimants are 
resident in so many widely separated locali- 
ties that it is impossible at the present time 
to necertain the particulars of each decision, 
but enough has beenlearned to show thatthe 
decisions of the board have been governed 
rather by adesire to secure money for the fede- 
ral treasury than to do justice to the settlers, 
What rulethe board have laid down to govern 
their decisions yet remains a mystery. Some 
parties are granted pre-eroptions at one 
dollar an acre, some at two dollars, and some 
are refused a pre-emption .ltoyether, Tf the 
information received is correct, there are 
cases where a non-resident holding a pur- 
chased claim yets his pre-emption at a dollar 
an acre, while actual residents near by pay 
two dollars an acre, and other actual resi- 
den $ are not allowed the pre-emptions taken 
before survey, upon which they bave im 
provements, while in still another case a man 
who has been in continued residence tpor 
his land for eighteen years is charged 82 an 
acre for his pre-emption, Sueh decisions as 
these are an outrage to which people are not 
justified in submitting quietly. [te will be of 
little use to make individual complaints, 
What is requived is that all the parties feel 
ing agerieved unite and lay their joint case 
before the poverninent without delay, asking 
that justice he done. If this course is taken 
their demands will doubtless recoive atten- 
tion, but others ise they must expect to abide 
the decision of the board and either

Nor’-Westers look to the westward com- 
pletion of the ©. P. R. to increase the supply 
and reduce the cost of fresh fruit, while 
British Columbians look quite as anxiously 
for the opening of the market to then. The 
Victoria Colonist says that the Lillooet dis- 
trict produces tobacco, peaches, melons and 
sugar cane in abundance, 


Cormack, who was flogged in Winnipeg in 
October last, has been released by a pardon 


from Ottawa. This flogging affair did not 
turn out so badly after all. Cormack got the 
worth of his flogging in a shortening of his 
term of imprisonment, and his suffering was 
the cause of Manitoba getting rid of a cabinet 
minister who was a disyrace to it. 


It may be taken for granted that the pro- 
posed gift to the syndicate will be made. 
Now would bethe time if Manitoba and the 
North-West were properly represented in 
parliament to press for the removal of the 
monopoly clause and the exemption from tax- 
ation privilege possessed by the C. P. R. 
company, as a condition of the gift being 
made, 

Tu British Columbians have evidently 
made up their ninds that the Chinese must 
g0, although the laundry commissionthought 
they should not, Whether right or wrong they 
are taking the proper means to bring the 
matter toa head. H Manitoba had half the 
spunk of these residents on the Pacific, its 
people would not have so many complaints 
to make to-day. 


It is to be hoped that the fact of Britain 
not pressing her demand for the withdrawal 
of Russia from the Afghan frontier does not 
mean a weakening on the war question, but 
is only used as a means of postponing active 
hostilities until better preparations have been 
made, Russia has been preparing for war 
with Britain for many years, and it is better 
that it should some off now than after further 
years of preparation have been allowed. 


Tue Fenians in the States object to Canada 
sending troops to the Soudan, and say that if 
a single Canadian regiment goes they will 
employ 15,000 men to raid Canada with dy- 
manite. This is a terrible threat, which 
nothing but inherent cowardice has pre- 
vented them from putting into execution 
longago. Should they think decisively on 
the matter, however, it would be well for 
them to remember that it sometimes be- 
comes necessary to fight the devil with flre. 


THE Hamilton Spectator has been figuring 
on the ©. P. R. question. It finds that when 
the line has been completed the company 
will have received in cash from all sources 
one hundred willions ef dollara, and will 
have 21 million acres of land on hand, It 
thinks that as the company have acquired 
2.300 niles of road for this money —a rate of 
#40.000 a mile—while the Intercolonial cost 
$50,000, ample proof is afforded that the 
money has not been wasted, and that on ac 
count of the opposition which the road has 
encountered from the Grand Trunk and the 
reform party the company is entitled to 
further assistance, The Spectator forgets, in 
its caloulation, that 600 miles -the most ex- 
pensive portion of the whole line—waa built 
4y government at & Cost Of sOMe Z30,000,000, 
Adinitting the Spec's calculation to be cor. 
rect as far as it goes, herve is a shortages of 
$50,000,000 which, ifthe road cost only 340,000 
a mile, remains to be accounted for, But 
the road did not cost $40,000 a mile.

is the quality of flour required. The dis- 


cription of the quality which appears on the 


forms of tender is as follows: “ Straight 
yond made from selected sound wheat, free 
from the seeds of noxious weeds, to be high 
ground and dressed up to the standard of 
strong bakers’ ground in country mills x 
Ontario, without admixture of reground mid- 
dlings, unless a middlings purifier has been 
used in the manufaeture.” To this it is ob- 
jected that if it is interpreted literally it bars 
out all flour manufactured here and throws 
the supplying of the 1,400 sacks into the 
hands of parties outside of the district. ; The 
yreater part of the supply of wheat available 
for flour this year is already ground. As 
it has not been the custom here to manufac- 
ture a high grade of flour, this docs not come 
up to the requirement of the advertisementin 
quality, and sufficient wheat cannot row be 
procured of the required quality to fill the 
contract. As there was no prospect in the 
fall of a contract being let, merchants and 
millers were careless about buying wheat, 
the former chiefly taking it at hap-hazard in 
payment of account, or in trade for goods, 
and the latter in toll on grists, and no at- 
tempt was made to secure any large quantity 
of of a unifoam quality. Had the contract 
been advertised in the fall, buyers and millers 
intending to tender would have governed 
themselves in accordance with its terms, but 
now itis of little use to them that tenders 
are advertised for on a contract which it is 
out of their power to fill. 


Were there any necessity for the standard 
of the flour being placed so high it would be 
less matter, but there is not. The farming 
community here use the flour that the mills 
have ground, and what is good enough for 
them Indians should not grumble at. The 
department, on the same sheet on which is 
given the standard of flour required, very 
properly expresses its desire to accustom the 
Indians to eating barley flour. If barley 
flour then ie good enough for them, surely a 
good common grade of wheat flour is also 
good enough. As @ matter of fact several 
hundred sacks of barley four were supplied 
to the Indians of this agency last spring, and 
so far as the public are aware they were per- 
fectly satisfied. Only on Tuesday Iv st a con- 
tract was let for 600 sacks of wheat fiour for 
almost immediate delivery. Three tenders 
were put in for the full amount and 
one for 200 sacks, showing that there is 
enough flour now available to fill all the con- 
tracts. In this case a grade equal to Edmon 
ton XXXX was{alled for, and supphed. If 
600 sacks of Edmonton flour ts good enough 
for the Indian stomach in the month of 
March, why is not the same grade yood 
enough for the same stumach in the months 
of July and November following? 


If it ia really the desire of the department, 
as it appears to be, to allow the settler every 
fair opportunity of furnishing such supplies 
as are required, they will, in this case, lower 
the standard of quality required for the 
1,400 sacks to that required for the 600 al. 
ready contracted for, and next yoar issue 
their advertisement early enough iW the

by the federal government. It is well known 
that in Europe and Asia, in districts of 
similar climate and as northerly latitude as 
any part of the fertile belt, apples and even 
pears are grown successfully. This being the 
case, there is no reason why the same varie- 
ties of fruit would not grow in the North- 
Went, It is not to be expected that private 
capital will be largely expended in the in- 
vestigations and experiments necessary to 
demonstrate the possibility of raising these 
fruits here, and introducing them through- 
out the country. But it would he both proper 
and possible for the government to send an 
agent to Russia or Siberia to make enquiries, 
and procure specimens of trees for experi- 
ment.

A meeting of the directors of the agricul- 
tural society was held in the school house, 
kdinonton, on Saturday afternoon — last.

The secretary read a letter from the lieu- 
tenant governor in reference to the central 
exhibition pro to be held at Regina, 
from which it is proposed to forward ex 
hibits to the colonial and Indian exhibition 
to be held in London, England, in May, 1886.

Long 
that ‘*The directors, having discussed the 
letter of the lieutenant governor, forwarded 
by Mr. Oliver, adopt the suggestions of his 
honor, especially with regard to offering 
large special prizes for grain of all kinds.”

The juggling that has been going on for 

some time in regard to the location of the 
western terminus of the C. P. R. has beena 
mystery to many, and a cause of loss to not 
afew. When the federal government defin- 
itely located the terminus fat Port Moody, in 
Burrard Inlet, and build the railway to that 
point, the question was considered settled. 
As that government by the agreement with 
British Columbia acquired the land in a belt 
extending twenty miles on each side of the 
line, the town site of Port Moody belonged 
to them, and their parasites got the inside 
track on Port Moody lots, much to their 
satisfaction and the discomfiture of those not 
80 highly favored. Among the dissatiafied 
ones Were the local government of British 
Columbia and the members of the syndicate 
themselves, who had not secured what they 
thought was a fair share of the spoils, It im- 
mediately became their business to take such 
steps as would secure that share, or perhape 
a little more. The syndicate could notstop 
short of Port Moody very well, but there was 
no reason why they should not build their 
line @ little further if they were so minded, 
and locate their terminus nearer the coast 
line.
